Was Struck By Cyclone and Sent 
to Bottom of Chowan River. 


SkVENTEEN 
PEOPLE 
DROWNED 


Majority of Pawcngor« and Crew W«r« 
Below When Storm Struck Vessel 
and Had No Opportunity to Mako 
Their Escape. 
Norlolk, Va., Feb. 18.—A cyclono 
struck the passenger steamer Olive, 
which plies between Franklin. Va.. and 
Bdenton. N. C.. at 2 o'clock yesterday 
morning and sent her to the bottom of 
the Chowiui river, off Woodley's Pier, 
botween Mount Pleasant and Oliver's 
Wharf. 
Seventeen people are known 
to have bepn drowned, and others who 
iwere rescued are in a serious condi- 
tion. 


The whirlwind when it struck the 
-Olive caused her to go oyer on her 
beams, and when she righted it was 
only to sink on account o( the water 
she had taken, 
A majority of the pas- 
sengers and crew were below at the 
time and had no opportunity to reach 
the pilot house of the vessel. 
This 
point was the only portion left above 
water, and in it standing waist deep 
from Ike time of the accident until G 
d'clock 
yesterday 
morning, Captain 
George H. Wlthey and five others were 
&aved. 


According to the statement of Cap- 
tain Withey last night, there are 17 
known to have been lost on the sink- 
ing steamer, and a lifeboat |oaded with 
Engineer C, L. Conway, Assistant En- 
eineer J. P. Murphy, Purser J. N. 
Bell, one white and two cplored pas- 
sengers, unknown, and two colored 
deck hands, which left the steamer in 
hopes of 
reaching a vessel, 
whose 
lights could be seen In the distance. 
They were picked up after rowing four 
hours by the tug Gaselle.

A 
heavy southwest wind was. blowing, 
but along the Chowan river we did 
not mind it very much. 
It was Just 
about 2 o'clock yesterday 
morning 
when 'everything became inky black 
and a terrible roaring broke out of the 
night. 
I was alone in the pilot house 
and most of those below had turned in. 
In a second something stj-uck the boat 
on her port beam and turned her over 
on her starboard side. 
I thought she 
Would never right herself, and a mon- 
^ ster wave dashed over us. 
It flooded 
the hold and 
smashed 
everything 
around us. 
With the rush of water 
into her hold the Olive slowly righted, 
and in less than two minuteg after 
having struck she was resting on tho 
bottom, with only the pilot house above 
the river. 
The boat sunk so quickly 
after being struck that none below 
had a chance to reach the deck, alid 
they must have been drowned in their 
berths."

Lancaster, Pa., Feb. 17.—Moses Kel- 
ler, aged 40 years, gave up his life yes- 
terday afternoon In a brave attempt to 
save a companion from asphyxiation In 
an oil tank. 
David Llndeman had en- 
tered the tank, which he was emptying 
to swepp out oil that had failed to run 
off. 
Ordinarily this was a safe pro- 
cedure, but yesterday the heavy atmos-

Seeing Lindeman's predicament, Keller 
bravely dropped'through the manhole 
of the tank to the rescue, refusing to 
take the precaution urged upon him of 
tying a rope about himself, shouting 
there was no time to be lost.

by the fumes that escaped through the 
manhole In attempting to reach the 
men In the tank. 
By means of hooks 
both were finally dragged out. but Kel- 
ler was dead.

Woman Killed In 


Runaway Acddcnt. 


Gettysburg, Pa., July 25.—''M^ro comes 
an automobile anti wo will all be killed" 
siiid Mrs. John Oflborne of Cariisle, yes- 
terday afternoon when the hor?e attached 
to the surrey in M'hich she was sitting bo- 
gan to show^ signs of fright at R« approach- 
ing touring c.ar. Less than one half hour 
la^er ]Mrs. Osborne, as the result of the 
most disastrous run off which has occur- 
nxl in Gettysburg, lay dead at tho home 
oí Mrs. Charies Stivllsmith, on Stmtton 
street. 


The accident which Jlrs. Osborne her 
life, occurred yesterday afternoon oti 
Washington street just as that thorough- 
fare was crowded with excursionists re- 
turning from camp. 


The horse which was drivew by Harry 
OyJer, took fright near Mundorff's black- 
smith shop and started dowu the street 
on a dead run, 
Mrs. OsborHe who was 
sitting on tho back seat of tbe surrey faint- 
ed from fright and fell forwjml across the 
step and the mud guaid. 


Somewhere between Weut Middle and 
Chambersburg streets the team ran into 
another conveyance and completely de- 
molished toe front wheel of the surrey. 
At the same time, ]\lrs. Osborne was 
thrown from the mud guard to the ground, 
but her leg and clothing'caught on the 
step and she M'as dragged,, head down- 
wards, as far as the power house, where 
private Ray M. Rickard, of Company I, 
Tenth Regiment, succeeded iu stopping 
the horse, which was still trembling from 
fright. 


An ambulance was summoned and the 
unconscious woman was taken at once io 
theStallsmith home, where Dr. O'Neal 
and two surgeons of the (xuard found that 
her skull had been crushed in, her left hip 
broken and her whole body badly bruised 
and lacerated. 


The physicians did everything in their 
power to save her life, but she died with- 
in half an hour after the accident. 


The automobile, at Avhich the horse 
frightened, is said to be the property of 
one of the highest oflicers in the Guará, 


Mrs. Osborne, who was 60 years of age, 
was well known and had many friends in 
this place. 
Her husband, when notified 
of the accident, was completely prostrat- 
ed, 


Fire at Midway. 


Hanover, July 25.—The reputation of 
Hanover for Saturday night fire alarms 
was upheld Saturday night, when, at 11:15 
a call from the telephone exchange sum- 
moned the firemen to a blaze at MidAvay, 
fully a mile from the engine house, in 
which three buildings were destroyed and 
damage to the amount of over $3000 wiis 
inflicted. 


The buildings destroyed were a frame 
barn on the premises of Mrs. James Myers; 
a small stable and hog pen in the rear of 
the double frame dwelling house owned 
by Ezra Myers and across the alley from 
the James Myers barn, and the clubhouse 
of the Midway Social club, on the corner 
opposite the last mentioned builduig. 


The fire, which is generally assumed to 
have been of incendiary origin, originated 
in the wagon shed in the west corner of 
the barn of Mrs. James Myers, which was 
filled Avith valuable sawed lumber for the 
manufacture of cigar boxes, owned by F. 
J, Sneeringer, proprietor of the Penn Ci- 
gar Box factory. 


The loss to F. J, Sneeringer by the de- 
struction of the cigar box material is fully 
$2100, and is almost covered by insurance. 
The loss sustained by Mrs. James Myers, 
who owned the building, will reach ?500, 
with an insurance of §150. 
Mrs. Myers 
had been carrying §250 insurance on the 
property until a few weeks ago ^vh<in it 
was reduced to $150. 
The l<jgs to^ Ezra 
Myers will foot up $100. Ko insurance. 
The Midway clubhouse, owned by Mrs. 
Anna Sneeringer, of Harrisburg, was to- 
tally destroyed. 
The club members were 
successful, however, in saving the furni- 
ture and contents. 
Mrs, Sneeringer's loss 
on the building will amount to ^00.

Gunpowder Bags. 


A comparatively new thing in war- 
fare is the use of a material to hold 
the powder loaded

bags

A ileet of six gray battle- 
ships is steaming rapidly in a calm 
sea. Far ahead of the ileot can bo dis- 
tinguished tho hulls and slonder masts 
of several cruisers. 
These are the 
scouts, the "eyes" of the ileet, upon 
which the Admiral relies for news of 
tho enemy's movements. 
Other cruis- 
ers, out of sight of the battle fleet, 
are scouring tho seas upon some prear- 
ranged plan. Let us, however, conflne 
our attention to the battle fleet. The 
six great armor d a d s are all of one 
type, formiiicr a homogeneous squad- 
ron. 
Each Is of 15,000 tons displace- 
ment, of equal speed and carries sim- 
ilar guns. To the eyes of tho landsmen 
they are like as naif a dozen dried 
peas, and their similarity is accentu- 
ated by the gray paint 
that covers 
them from trucK lo water line. 
Thoy 
are formed in two divisions, not as yet 
in order of battle. 
The two leading 
ships each flics an Admiral's flag. The 
divisions are s^x cables apart (1200 
yards), but the space between each 
unit is but 400 yards, and this Interval, 
you will notice, is maintained with an 
accuracy won by constant 
practice. 
Little smoke issues from the tall, gray 
funnels. In tho smooth sea the heavy 
ships 
have 
no perceptible motion, 
though you can see they are making 
progress by the white foam at the 
bows and by the broad ribbon of foam 
churnod up by the twin screws of each 
vessel. 


Presently a rod and white "answer- 
ing" pennant streams from tho mast- 
head of the flagship. One of tho scouts 
is signalling. She begins to close with 
the squadron. One perceives that other 
and 
more distant cruisers are alsa 
steaming back to the fleet. We guess 
the reason long before our keen-ey.-^d 
sii:nalman can distinguish tho message. 
The enemy has boon sighted 
some 
twenty miles to the eastward. 
Such is 
the welcome news. 
At once the flag- 
ship runs up a signal: 
"Prepare for 
action; form tho order of battle." 
For 
in these days of fast steaming twenty 
miles' interval affords but comfortable 
breathing space unless the enemy de- 
cides to run away. 
If he is bearing 
down upon us we may be within range 
of him in a quarter of an hour. 
Such, 
it seems, is his design, so our ships 
must form at once into single line. 


Let us note what preparations are 
being made for the coming battle. 
Tho 
game has been rehearsed often enough 
—so often, indeed, that we can hardly 
realize that this is at last the real 
thing, the grim reality. Take any ship 
at random. The same preparations are 
being made in all. »oven hundred men 
are going about their ordinary busi- 
ness. Suddenly a bugle blares out the 
familiar call to "general ruarters," and 
ere the harsh notes Lave died away 
every man begins to run to his appoint- 
ed station. 
Some make toward the 
^reat barbettes, where iho 12-inch guns 
are anugly sheltered; some for tho ar- 
mored casements isolating tho G-inch 
weapons; others run to the light, quick- 
firers, 
mounted upon the superstruc- 
ture, 
Others, again and these mostly 
uoncombatantfa (if any sucU can be in 
a ship of war), hurry below to tho 
shell rooms and magazines. 


The ¿roat shells for the 
barbe':te 
guns are being placed on th-s hydraulic 
lifts. A lever is pressed and up they 
go. 
Another moment and thoy have 
reached the breech of the gun, 
A 
gunner closes tho heavy mechanism of 
tho breech with one hand. "Kun out!" 
orders the oflicor of the turret. 
An- 
other lever does the business. 
The 
enormous weapons glide smoothly out- 
ward, their long necks projecting over- 
board as the barbote is trained. 
A 
dozen men and one officer complete tho 
crew of this pair of heavy guns. 
The 
ollicer stands ui)on a little iron plat- 
form, peering above the turret, M'ith 
a voice tube at his ear. 
The captain 
of the turret is peering through the 
tdescopic sights. 


<J lance into ono of tho isolated case- 
mates. 
Tho thick, armored door is 
shut now, inclosing the G-inch gun and' 
Its crtiw In a box of steel. The gun has 
been cast loose, trained on the beam, 
and loaded within four minutes of the 
bugle call, 
lieserves of shot and shell 
are being whipi>ed up into the case- 
ment through a round aperture lead- 
ing to tho shell room below. 
Twenty 
or thirty rounds soon accumulate, and 
the gun's crew will stake their lives 
against the entry of a shell through 
the casement. 
Here, too, is an officer 
waiting 
directions through 
a 
voice 
tube. 
The men have stripped to their 
flannels 
and trousers. 
A tub of lime- 
juice stands in a corner. 


i>own in the bowels of the ship tho 
torpedo men are clustered around their 
submerged tubes. 
With great 
care 
they are adjusting the 
AVhiteheads. 
and their movements are slower than 
those of the gunners, since the chance 
for a shot w^ll not come early iu the 


fight. 
Yet a lucky shot from the 
en^my miffht exiilode tho torpedo in its 
tube. 
They accept the risk, 
these 
quiot-looking men, and long for close 
range later on. 
Then thoy will show 
the gunnery branch what a Whitehead 
can do. 


The captain and the gunnery lieu- 
tenant are iu the conning tower—a 
cramped little structure bristling with 
voice tubes. 
It contains a small steer- 
ing wheel and is in communication 
with both batteries, the several group« 
of guns, and with the engine rooms.

Not a man can now 
bo soon upon the upper deck, but in the 
thinly protected top on the foremost 
a few hands and a middy are clustered 
around a three-pounder gun. 


All is now ready. The fleet increases 
speed and the cruisers, closing in, one 
after another, take station to the rear. 
So we wait, a period of aaxious sus- 
penst?, since scarcely a dozer, men of 
the 700 can see the approaching enemy. 
At last thA twelve-pounder, which is 
our best range finder, rings out with 
sharp report.
